NOW, 
CHARLIE SIMPSON TELLS K! WHY THE DEVIL THEY'RE BACK.. 


^ FIRST THERE WAS the one-off 
live date at London’s Kentish Town 
Forum last December.Then there was 
a smattering of UK dates in February.

Like, properly 
actually back. And we’re not just talking about 
their newly announced nine-date UK tour (see 
the Gig Guide). 

Here, frontman Charlie Simpson exclusively takes 
K! inside Behind The Devil’s Back - Fightstar’s first 
full-length album in six years, due October 1 6.And 
it’s an album which Charlie is confident is the 
best thing they have ever done. . . 


shows as a celebration of the last 10 years, but 
it was so good playing together again and the 
reaction from the fans was so amazing we thought 
we’d start writing some stuff and see how it went. 
We were all into the idea straight away, but I was 
very alert to the fact that I didn’t want to put 
music out for the sake of it. You don’t want to 
shove something out because you think there’s an 
appetite for it in that moment in time, if we did 
something it had to be good, and I genuinely think 
this is the best record we’ve made.” 


DOES IT SOUND UKE CLASSIC FIGHTSTAR 
OR HAS THERE BEEN A PROGRESSION? 

“The only thing I knew I wanted to do was 
write the majority of it on a seven-string. I felt 
the way to progress was to go lower! ESP gave 
me a sweet guitar, a Stef B-7 [used by Stephen 
Carpenter from Deftones], and the tunings on

it are awesome.We based a lot of [2009 album] 

Be Human around strings, but we didn’t want 
to do that again, and this time we’ve gone into a 
much more electronic feel. Dan [Haigh, bass] and 
Al [Westaway, guitar/vocals] had just done their 
Gunship project, which really utilises synths, and 
actually most of my favourite moments come from 
using those.We’d be pissing around with sounds 
and oscillators and stumble across something that 
was utterly impossible to replicate, and capturing 
that magic on the record was awesome.” 


so, WHERE ARE YOU COMING FROM 
THEMATICALLY THIS TIME? 

“There’s an old saying that if you’re doing something 
wrong, you do it behind God’s bade, and the idea 
is we’re doing something good behind the Devil’s 
bade, which is what the record is. Rather than have 
a unifying theme, though, we wanted each song 
to have its own distinct personality. Animal, the 
track we’re dropping today, is about werewolves, 
and there’s one that was definitely inspired by my 
impending fatherhood. Everyone contributed lyrics 
this time, we’d sit there jamming and throwing 
ideas in - that sounds a bit Some Kind Of Monster, 

I know, but it wasn’t quite like that (laughs)]. It was 
just a really cool way to work.” 


fatter (laughs)] It’s funny, when we first got into 
a studio together we were basically kids, and 
we’d stay in the studio until three in the morning, 
smoking weed and drinking loads! It was a party, 
whereas now it’s more like going to work - not 
in the sense that it feels like a chore, but we just 
take it a lot more seriously. And it’s nice to clock 
off at seven and go have dinner with our wives!” 


I was thinking, ‘Fuck, I hope I haven’t forgotten 
how to scream!’

Everyone in the 
band loves different kinds of music, and having 
outlets for that is a really positive thing, and I 
think having been able to utterly reinvest myself 
in Fightstar again will only make my solo work 
better. I’m just very happy with where I’m at 
right now.”

“Sometimes it feels like guitar shops are 
constructed to make women feel small, 
incapable and foolish,’’ says Marissa.“Not 
knowing any better, as a small girl, I went in 
shops hoping that I might meet some nice 
people who were also fans of rock’n’roll. 
Instead, I found myself rendered invisible, 
until I picked up a guitar and played, and 
then I was only met with sentences like 
the infamous, ‘You’re pretty good for a little 
girl.’ It made me wonder if I could ever be 
considered a capable player because my 
female body was like a doomed vessel in the 
eyes of many.Thanl<fully, I was lucl<y to meet 
a great wealth of like-minded humans. I’m 
glad that I didn’t give up, because I’m very 
grateful to be able to play guitar for people.’’

Marissa is ably assisted by King Mike on bass 
and Jarrett Dougherty on drums. Friends 
since college (and in Mike and Marissa’s case, 
since high school), they’re now on their sixth 
album. Don’t think that Marissa’s prowess 
on guitar negates her songwriting, though. 
Their last release, February’s incredible Rose 
Mountain, is one of the best collections of

Then we did it again, and it also 
went well. I’m working on the third book 
now!’’ Mike adds:“Joe told us that he would 
actually kill himself if he couldn’t put out 
our album. Only he knows if he was serious 
about that...’’

In broader terms, too, it was a landmark 
moment; the band's emergence would signal a new 
wave of female-prominence in pop-punk As alien 
as it feels to say now, Hayley Williams' presence 
was as unique as it was refreshing back in 2005. 

Indeed before their maiden LP was even sent 
to the pressing fectory P^ramore were causing 
a stir in industry circles. And with Franklin mere 
miles from the legendary 'Husk City' of Nashvilte 
- home to the offices of many of the world's 
biggest record labels, not to mention the HQ 
of Gibson gukars - it was only a matter of erne 
before the whispers about the teenage ^rl and 
her garage band of young Christians became a 
storm of astonishingly intense proportrans . . .

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Ride Of Steel rollercoasterthat sits 
on the edge of Darien Lake, Buffalo, 
stands at over 200ft tall and boasts a 
ride speed that clocks in at over 70mph. 
It is a beautifully terrifying feat of 
engineering that’s regularly voted one of the Top 
20 ’coasters in the world by hardened adrenaline 
junkies who get their rocks off on spine-melting 
thrills and hair-elongating drops. 

Right now, though, it is in the Top One things 
scaring the living hell out of Neck Deep. 

You see, today the U.S. leg of Warped Tour - 
the legendary travelling punk circus that Neck 
Deep currently find themselves a part of - is 
passing through a venue that just happens to have 
a theme park attached to it, and the Wrexham 
pop-punks are grabbing a mid-afternoon break 
from the hustle and bustle of the main tour to 
have a go on what guitarist Matt West eloquently 
describes as “the ultimate pant-shitter’’. Having 
been dragged along for the ride, Kerrang! can 
confirm that it’s an accurate proclamation. 

But this colossal coasten and indeed Warped 
Tour itself are neatly symbolic of what is happening 
for a band who are enjoying unprecedented levels 
of success on both sides of the Atlantic, even 
before the release of their hotly anticipated, Jeremy 
McKinnon-produced new album. Life’s Not Out To 
Get You, next month. Massive highs, summer vibes, 
vein-tingling thrills: welcome to planet Neck Deep. 

Rewind a few hours and the quintet are taking 
to Warped s main stage — to which they have been 
promoted after the huge crowds they’ve drawn 
the previous days in the sticky afternoon heat. 

“I think today’s show is going to be a solid 


one,’’ grins drummer Dani Washington, playfully 
underselling the eventual scale and energy of an 
increasingly enormous crowd who ravenously 
hang on the band’s every word. 

“It’s been incredible how many people have 
been coming out to watch on this tour so far;’’ 
adds frontman Ben Barlow. “I feel like we’re 
standing out a lot more now than we did when 
we did WarpedTour last year We’re feeling really 
positive about the whole thing.’’ 

Indeed positivity, it turns out, has proved 
something of a theme for Neck Deep, and in 
particular Ben, of late. 

“I want kids to know that life isn’t out to get 
them,’’ smiles the singer; reinforcing his obvious and 
genuine meaning with a fulsome nod of his head. 
“That’s really the whole point of this new album, 
that positivity about life. I had a realisation a few 
years ago that I am the only person in control 
of my life, and I want other people to see that, 
too. I don’t ever want to be a band that kids cut 
themselves to. Like, I’ve had to be careful with 
some of the lyrics I used in certain songs this time 
around - I didn’t want to use a scar as a metaphor 
in a song in case people take that literally. I don’t 
ever want to hear of a kid [harming themselves] 
for us; it would make me feel like I’d failed them. 

I don’t want to be part of the problem, I want to 
be part of the solution. I want to write songs that 
people wanna stay alive to.’’ 

In the distance, the latest group of thrill-seekers 
balance at the Ride Of Steel’s peak, bracing for 
the breakneck drop that awaits mere seconds 
away. Whether they can handle the ride, they’re 
about to find out. And so, too, are Neck Deep.

ne of the many duties for a Warped Tour 
f band, especially one working on the scale 
that Neck Deep currently are, is meeting 
and greeting fans, signing T-shirts, CDs and posters, 
and posing for seemingly endless selfies. 

Buffalo’s signing session sees a queue snaking 
wildly from the band’s merch tent and off into the 
middle-distance. Indeed, part of what makes both 
Warped as an event and Neck Deep as a band so 
special is the esteem in which they hold the people 
who make all this possible: the fans. 

‘‘If any kid wants to come and have a picture 
or get something signed and say hi, then that’s 
awesome by me,” says Ben. ‘‘If kids look up to 
me for the right reasons then that is great and 
I hope I can inspire people in some way. If you 
talk to [Warped founder] Kevin Lyman, he always 
says exactly the same thing, about helping the 
next generation through. I look at a band like 
The Wonder Years, who have been doing this for 
1 0 years and who we all really respect. The way 
they talk about things, the way they deal with 
their problems, they are total professionals. Being 
respected like that would be a real goal for us.” 

Yet Ben is not the ever-gregarious, forever- 
charismatic frontman he might seem. In fact, the 
man that has over the past three years been thrust 
into the spotlight and told to run before many 
bands have even learned to walk, he is a man prone 
to enjoying moments alone, away from both the 
assembled throng and even his own band. 

“Since being in the band I’ve definitely come 
out of my shell,” reasons Ben. “But I still don’t really 
like doing crazy public relations shit all the time. I 
don’t like always being in the public eye and I don’t 
want to always be this public figure. Yes, it can be 
weird to have so many people with their focus on 
me, trying to figure me out constantly and hanging 
off my every move. But what can I do? It’s what I 
signed up for” 

Is it rea/// what you signed up for; though, Ben? 

“Okay, I didn’t sign up for it when we f rst 
started the band, but when we started to get some 
recognition I guess I kinda accepted that, as the 
singer; I would be ‘the voice’ of the band,” he admits. 


“But I’d be lying if I said that I hadn’t contemplated 
whether - even though I know making music is 
what I want to do - I want to be this ‘band guy’, 
y’know. Some of the shit that people say and 
expect from you is fucking stupid. There have been 
times where all I’ve ever wanted is just to feel 
normal. I don’t ever want people to see me as 
‘Ben from Neck Deep’. Before I was in the band, 
no-one gave a fying fuck about who I was and I 
kinda preferred it that way. Now, though, we have 
all this crazy attention and. . . I just don’t really 
feel normal. EverThat’s why I love going home 
and seeing my family, because it reminds me that 
I’m not this piece of meat that people can think 
whatever they want about.” 




^ r ake a walk through today’s rolling grass 
1 I amphitheatre venue, and the senses are 
LJ pounded. There’s the smell of oversized 
pretzels and curly fries barraging your nose, the 
ever-present background hum of bass and cracking 
snare drums, the zig-zagging lines of kids queuing to 
exchange a fleeting hello with their heroes. 

Even amongst a// this, though, it’s impossible not 
to notice the waves of fans in Neck Deep merch at 
every turn: T-shirts, shorts and, even in this weather; 
beanie hats all present and correct in spades. 

To see a group explode into life with such force, 
and grassroots popular acclaim - especially a British 
band in America - is real once-in-a-blue-moon stuff 

“It’s been a pretty quick ascent for us so far 
and history is littered with bands who have had a 
quick ascent and just as fast a descent,” squints Ben 
against the blazing afternoon sun. “Really though, 
the things that throw those bands off are things 
that we don’t get too wrapped up in. None of us 
are crazy party guys, none of us are drug addicts 
or alcoholics; we all have girlfriends and we all have 
our heads screwed on straight. Sure, our band 
in general is in a real learning phase, figuring out 
where we flt in in all of this and working out how 
to progress, but I think if we keep making consistent 
records, the rest of it will look after itself.” 

Yet while from the outside looking in it might 
seem like the climb to a packed, bouncing Warped 
main stage has been a flawlessly simple one for the 
quintet, Ben is quick to point out that there has 
been a fair share of salt to go along with the sugar 
Salt that has contributed a secondary, more internal 
inspiration for the band’s new material. 

“A part of the new album is about how I think 
our band got to where we are, which is by going 
through shit times and working hard to turn those 
things around and being a better person for it,” 
extols the singer “There were times at the start of 
the band where I thought, ‘Fuck, I didn’t know I’d 
be away touring this much and apart from people 
I love.’ All that shit can get to you and I’ve definitely 
contemplated what I’m doing with my life at a few 
times and if it’s truly what I wanted with my life. But 
everything I have now, being on this tour; is because 
of having a positive outlook and that’s the main 
thing I want to share with people at this point in 
my life and with this new record.” 

And so, as the sun begins to set on Buffalo and 
roadies from all corners of the festival begin to pack 
down all manner of technical equipment, the band’s 
eyes begin to focus on the following day’s show. 
Because Neck Deep are always thinking about what 
to do next, and how to do it betterThe attention of 
the world hasn’t given them any other choice. 

“When we came out of doing [20 14’s debut 
album] Wishful Thinking, I remember being happy 
with it but really feeling like I knew I could write 
better lyrics and melodies,” finishes Ben. “With this 
new album, though, I feel like we’ve taken a massive 
step forward and it’s going to prove a few things to 
people that have doubted us in the past. I’m very 
confident in what we’ve produced, and I’m not 
ashamed to say that. I don’t think we’ve perfected 
the craft, but we’re getting there.” 

As the slow clank of Ride Of Steel’s 200ft climb 
plays out for the final time this evening. Neck Deep 
survey their surroundings. With an average age of 
just 22, they are the crowned princes ofWarped 
Tour; and their next move might well be the one 
that makes them kings. 

For Neck Deep, it looks like the rollercoaster has 
only just begun.

s autumn recedes into 20l4’s biting 
winter, We Came As Romans singer 
Dave Stephens is feeling like a shell 
of a man.The end of a long-term 
relationship, the wretched talons of 
chronic depression and displacement from the world 
around him have all taken their toll. The frontman 
of the metalcore sextet has been driven into a state 
of reclusiveness, drowning in the misery of his own 
silence. Slowly, he’s losing the will to live. 

This metamorphosis from being a “happy-go-lucky 
guy running around laughing” to a hermitic shadow 
of his former self does not go unnoticed, either.“l 
became a secluded person, which is very unlike me,” 
says Dave today.“But I wanted to fill the hole with 
something positive, instead of just getting drunk or 
picking up girls. I just didn’t feel like myself any more.” 

Dave’s life had been crumbling before his very 
eyes: the prevailing winds of misfortune tearing him 
down, piece by piece at each corner of his existence. 
Ambushed by misery at every turn, the Detroit 
native had never felt so hopeless. Worst of all, it had 
come at a time when he needed to be firing on all 
cylinders.The wheels were beginning to slowly turn 
on the creation ofWCAR’s self-titled fourth album; 
the all-important follow-up to 201 3’s breakthrough 
Tracing Back Roots, which had marked Dave - and 
his band - as one of rock’s hottest properties.And 
yet Dave found himself under the kind of black cloud 
that would continue to consume him until there was 
nothing recognisable left. 

It was do or die, sink or swim, deal with it or be 
done with it. He needed to open up and talk about 
his problems, liberate himself from all the emotion to 
facilitate the mental relief he so desperately craved. It 
was time to get things back on track. 

“Initially I tried to hold it all in and deal with it 
myself,” he continues. “Everyone could tell there 
was something wrong. I’m an extrovert and I 
wasn’t really talking.As soon as I did, everything 
started to unravel in a good way.There’s nothing to 
be ashamed about; depression is an epidemic. I found 
that talking about my problems started to fix up the 
core of the sadness. I’m a resilient person, I don’t quit, 
I never quit, I don’t give up easy. It got to the point 
where I just had to stop feeling sorry for myself.” 

Little did Dave know, though, that the worst was 
yet to come in the months that followed. . . 


ou’re just not good enough to sing on 
this record.” 

The words hit Dave Stephens like a 
brick to the head. Getting told that he wasn’t cutting 
the mustard by the guy being paid to produce We 
Came As Romans’ most important album yet was 
the final straw. He just couldn’t take it any more. 

“I ended up questioning the future of the band,” 
admits Dave, the croak in his voice succumbing to the 
weight of his words.“l thought, ‘Man, are we just not 
good? What’s the deal here?’ I had no idea what the 
problem was or how to fix it. When someone tells

you all your songs are shit, that you can’t sing, you’re 
going to panic. After everything else I’d been through, 
this was the icing on the cake.” 

Speaking from the Camden, New Jersey, leg of this 
summer’s Warped Tour, it’s understandable why the 
WCAR frontman sounds so relieved. Six months ago, 
being back on the road seemed beyond the realms of 
possibility. Today, Dave may still be licking his wounds, 
but that his band survived at all is victory enough. 

“I don’t see anything stopping us at this point 
now,” the frontman notes. “We’ve been to Hell and 
back. Maybe what doesn’t kill you really does make 
you stronger. Every time I listen to this record, I will 
remember the blood, sweat and tears of making it. 
We needed to be there to pick each other up.” 

After having all their demo tracks shrugged off by 
award-winning sound wizard David Bendeth (Black 
Veil Brides, Paramore), it took the band - completed 
by co-vocalist Kyle Pavone, guitarists Joshua Moore 
and Lou Cotton, bassist Andy Glass and drummer 
Eric Choi - a while to figure out where they’d been 
going wrong.The new music might not have been 
good, but surely it can’t have been that bad, either? 

“It was more like we’d just written those songs 
before,” Dave ponders, his words hanging in the

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air before an uncomfortable silence begs him to 
reconsider ambiguity.“l think we were way too 
confident going in and it all felt like an extension of 
our last album.This is our fourth record, we can’t get 
away with doing that. We had to push the envelope 
and, at the start, it didn’t feel like we were.” 

The studio veteran’s feedback echoing in their 
ears, Dave and his bandmates searched deeper than 
ever before. Inspired by Foo Fighters’ pilgrimage 
across the States on HBO series Sonic Highways, the 
bandmates each took time off to travel through the 
great American cities and collaborate with external 
songwriters. Dave even accepted the suggestion of 
professional vocal coaching. 

“I felt let down [in myself],” Dave sighs. “Of course 
it really hurt, but more importantly I had to realise 
there was a lot of work to do as a singer. 

“That first day back [in the studio], I was a wreck,” 
he recalls with a nervous laugh. “I thought [David 
Bendeth] was just going to shoot me down again. I 
was freaking out. Finally, we got our first compliment 
and that was the defining moment. I seriously feel it’s 
our most honest record because everything musically 
and lyrically came from the heart.” 

Though that does sound like something you might 
say again next time around. . . 

“That’s a fair comment!” Dave laughs.“This is just 
how we’re gonna start writing from now on. Looking 
back, it feels we haven’t been saying everything we’ve 
been wanting to say. It’ll be hard to write our next 
record any more honestly.” 

It’s been quite the journey already, but these 
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Romans aren’t done building their empire just yet. 
Not by a long shot.

THREE YEARS ON FROM THE MOST MISERABLE POINT OF HIS LIFE, FRANK TURNER 
IS BACK WITH A NEW, HAPPIER ALBUM. BUT CAN HE FINALLY CRACK A SMILE? 


F rankTurner wall<s into the room, covered in 
tattoos, swinging around a plastic bag with a 
huge grin on his face. He whacks it on the table 
to proudly show Kerrang! aT-shirt with a large 
chimp’s face covering it. “Honestly,” he says, “I’m 
seriously considering throwing out all my clothes and just 
wearing T-shirts with animals on them.” 

No miserable sod buys clothes like that. Yet Frank 
Turner is a man many think to be exactly that. But today 
with an air of cheeriness, he’s here to talk about his 
uplifting new album. Positive Songs For Negative People. 

Of course, it’s easy to forget just how unpleasant 
things got for Frank a few years ago. In 20 1 2, he 
was attacked by a national newspaper over political 
comments he’d made during the course his career Off 
the back of this, he was receiving 1 00 death threats a day 
for a couple of weel<s. And H: hurt. “I’d like to be punk 
and say it didn’t fucking matter; but of course it fuckng 
mattered - it was a really really upsetting time in my life,” 
he reflects.To make matters worse, this terrifying pile-on 
happened at the same time he split from his girlfriend (“I 
fucked up the most important relationship of my adult 
life so far;” he sighs). 

These events, by his own admission, combined to 
create the most unhappy period of his adult life. How did 
he manage to pull himself out? Time. Acceptance. And an 
old-fashioned dose of positivity 

“PMA’s a good one!” Frank smiles. “You’ve got to 
take it in the right way though.That song Don’t Worry 
Be Happy annoyed the fuck out of me.” He turns to 
hardcore punk to explain his view. “Henry Rollins was a 
big deal for me.The thing I always liked about him was 
his self-creation.You’re not condemned to be the person 
you were born to be. Don’t sit down and accept the 
bullshit life throws at you. Lead the life you want to lead.” 

Yet Frank hasn’t performed a complete 360 now he’s 
embracing PMA. Deep down there’s a duality between 
positivity and negativity that battle for control over 
actions. “I slightly suspect everyone [has it]. I’m a work in 
progress,” he admits. “I’m in my 30s now. I think it’s good 
to keep slightly confused about who you are and to keep 



trying to grow. Creativity comes out of conflict.” 

Obvious things make him happy (performing live, his 
family), but it’s fault-finding and disapproval that really cut 
him, as his comments on the newspaper incident would 
show. “I’m reasonably sensitive to criticism,” he explains. “I 
think everyone tries to tough it out and try to be punk 
rock about it. However; I don’t want to be one of those 
people that never reads reviews and that sort of thing.” 

It’s a little more than that, though. He purses his lips. “I 
don’t like to be disliked. It makes me uncomfortable.” 

Frank makes the point that he hasn’t always been 
positive-minded - particularly growing up.'There’ve been 
a couple of times where being too negative has been a 
big issue for me,” he begins. “It’s difficult to talk about. . . 

I had some shitty times when I was a teenager at 
school. I was very unhappy with where I went to school 
[privileged all-boys private school Eton] because I fuckng

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hated everyone and the political principal of the place. 
And around that time, my family broke up. I didn’t have a 
particularly happy family life, too.” 

Surely this adjustment in outlook doesn’t mean he’s 
lost his characteristic dark humour? Let’s see: when’s 
the happiest you’ve been in your whole life, Frank? “Oh 
fucking hell,” he laughs. “Before I found out how fucking 
awful life is, so probably about aged two.” 

Seriously though: when? “Umm. . .” he pauses. 

“Probably around [2008’s second solo album] Love Ire 
& Song.There’s something about that initial stage when 
you’re in a band and success l<icks in and you’re innocent 
and everything’s exciting and everyone’s being nice and 
you haven’t realised yet that half of them are bloodsucking 
arseholes who’ll try to take you down. It’s fucking great!” 


E nter Positive Songs For Negative People. It’s an 
album that features everything from him refusing 
to hide from life to avoid pain (The Next Storm) 
to screaming the very apt summary of his recent past 
{‘You won’t get everything you wanted, but you will 
never be defeatedi' on Demons). 

“I think I got lost in my own misery during [20 1 3’s] 
Tape Deck Heart,” he says. “This record is about giving 
yourself a cold shower and telling yourself to get on 
with it. It’s shakng your fist at the sky when you fall off 
your bike and saying, ‘It’s gonna take more than that.’” 

It’s the vocalisation of a man on the other side. And, 
sadly Frank quickly had to put this new outlook on ^ 
life into practice. While writing the new record, 
his friend Josh, a security man at the 9:30 
club in Washington, DC., took his own life. 

“He was the person everyone went 
to with their problems, which is 
what angered me,” he explains. 

“He was owed so much listening 
time by so many people, 
including me, and didn’t use 
it.” Frank wrote album-closer 
Song For Josh in his honour 
What would Frank 
most like people to take 
from Positive Songs. . .? 

Well, something positive, 
obviously “What I do is 
lift the weight of the world off 
everyone’s shoulders for a few quid while you 
have a beer and forget how shit everything is.” Frank 
smiles. “The world melts away That’s my job and I’m 
fucking proud of it.” 

So, could the next album be Positive Songs From A 
Positive Man? “I doubt it,” Frank laughs. 

We’ll see what the growing collection of animal T-shirts 
have to say about that. . .

If you felt Fall Out Boy’s 
hiatus-ending return in ^ 

20 1 3 caused a scene, 
then the build-up to their 
2008 album, Folie a Deux, was a 
goddamn circus. With the band’s 
stock at its all-time peak following 
Number One record Infinity 
On High the year prior, bassist Pete Wentz would 
use the gaze of millions of fans - and the growing 
tabloid obsession with his then-recent marriage 
to singer Ashlee Simpson - to send people on 
the most fantastic of chases. It started when the 
website of Pete’s own Decaydance Records was 
hacked by a Big Brother-style group going by the 
name of Citizens For Our Betterment, diverting 
fans to IP-specific web pages that gave mysterious 
nods to the date of November 4 - that of that 
year’s U.S. presidential election. With Ashlee 
Simpson soon papped in LA clutching a Citizens For 
Our Betterment leaflet and pop-rockers Copeland 
attempting to cash in on the buzz by creating their 
own mirror website, the endless speculation came 
to a head on August 25. Then, a web page featuring 
artists on the Decaydance roster reciting passages 
from the Citizens website appeared, allowing those 
still following the trail of breadcrumbs to download 
a scrappy mixtape featuring music by Decaydence 
artists.

QUEENS OF THfSTONEAGE 

Sometimes, when we’re lucky, bands send us nice 
things in the post. T-shirts, records, cupcakes. . . 

But something altogether stranger landed on 
our doormat in December 20 1 2, from the pen 
of Queens Of The Stone Age. A series of cryptic 
social media posts had already hinted to the 
band being back in the studio, though it wasn’t 
until a bunch of individually tailored letters were 
delivered to magazines around the UK that we 
received confirmation of. . . well, something. Little 
was given away in any of the letters, save for the 
band announcing a new record, and that ‘time’ 
was seemingly a running theme. 

Kerrangl’s own letter (right), 
displayed a series of watches, 
the first two of which

‘Node’, leading people into 
the internet rabbit hole that 
is the Fusionanomaly.net/ 
cazzamalli website.

But then 
again, chances are Brand New don’t, either. 

NINE INCH NAILS 

Having already made a triumphant comeback with 
2005’s With Teeth after a six-year absence. Nine 
Inch Nails mastermind Trent Reznor wasted no 
time getting to work on another album.Yet not 
only was 2007’s 5K-rated Year Zero a concept 
record that transposed Trent’s frustrations 
with the George Bush administration into a 
dystopian narrative of a future world riddled with 
government surveillance, but it was promoted like 
no other album before or after.At 
this point the words ‘alternate reality 
game’ become important. In a bid to 
meld art and reality,Trent developed 
the idea of bringing the story of the 
album to life via tourT-shirts with 
hidden messages, websites that gave 
warnings from the future and USB 
sticks with more clues in. Perhaps 
most famously, one contained a 
then-unreleased song. My Violent 
Heart. It was found in the loo of a 
Portuguese venue. Needless to say, 

NIN fans - who aren’t exactly averse to spending 
hours dissecting Trent’s every 
artistic move anyway - went crazy, 
scouring the web/toilets for any 
more scraps that would pull the 
story together.The game came to a 
head in late April 2007 when select 
fans were invited to a mystery LA 
location for a free NIN show, which 
was cut short after one song by a 
‘SWAT team’ ‘raid’.Two weeks later, the 
game was over - for now. . .

IT FEELS LIKE every other gig has some band 
playing an album in full these days. Metallica played 
The BlackAlbum. Backwards.The Offspring 
played Smash. Mostly in order. Papa Roach 
did Infest. Finch did What It Is To Burn. Manic Street 
Preachers reopened The Holy Bible.The list is endless. 

When it works - and some of these most certainly 
did - it can be mesmerising. All too often, however, the 
suspicion lingers that this ‘In Full’ malarkey is being used 
to wring cash out of a band’s legacy when a tour of new 
material won’t cut it (are you reading this,Wheatus?). 

Such cynicism doesn’t belong here tonight. Because Korn’s 
debut album - now 20 years old - is a genuine classic. 

Because it changed the sound of metal forever. Because some of 
its defining songs are rarely aired live.And, crucially, because Korn have 
consciously evolved enough over the years to make the prospect of seeing 
them devolve feel like something truly special. 

Standing in this imposing shadow, you have to feel a tad sorry for 
Sunflower Dead - a “supergroup” comprised of such rock royalty as... 

In This Moment’s touring percussionist. For now, their endearing passion 

- and use of accordion - outstrips the quality of their songs, though they 
do a good job of sounding Disturbingly like Disturbed. Re-reunited funk- 
metallers Snot fair better with the crowd, but why they deny Brixton the 
chance to sing along to My Balls is anyone’s guess.A giddy rendition of 
Metallica’s Hit The Lights must instead suffice. 

Of course, none of this puts the crowd in the right headspace for Korn. 
Still, when Jonathan Davis arrives onstage and asks the eternal question - 
‘Arrre yoooou reeeeadyV - the crowd are set. And so are the band. What 
Korn deliver tonight isn’t just a classic album, it’s a classic perfofimance. 
Blind may be a song everyone’s seen innumerable times, but witnessing it 
open the set (instead of closing) makes it feel like popping the cherry all 
over again. From there, as they tear through the down-tuned force of Ball 
Tongue and Shoots And Ladders, they’re in the form of their lives. 

Another big part of what makes tonight so special is the quality of the 
songs. While the blueprint they laid may have been recycled by pretty 
much everyone, other aspects are impossible to mimic. Korn’s debut was, 
essentially, the sound of innocence gnawing away at unprocessed trauma. 
.Jonathan Davis may live a comfortable life now, but the intensity of his 
delivery on Faget and Clown makes you believe the pain that inspired them 
is never far away in his mind. Unsurprisingly, the most devastating moment 
comes from seeing him perform a song that, in truth, he barely managed 
to finish on record. Daddy, the track Jonathan wrote about being abused 

- his tortured sobs captured forevermore by producer Ross Robinson 

- is phenomenal.Tonight, after pacing around in circles and vomiting his 
screams, he finishes it. Just. He makes a notably quick exit afterwards. 

If there’s a downside, it’s that there’s really no way of topping that 
emotional deluge. Even an encore consisting of the unholy trinity of hits 
Falling Away From Me, Here To Stay and Freak On A Leash - incredible as 
they are - seems unnecessary after seeing Korn streamline themselves 
so brilliantly. Tonight there were no electronic wub-wubs. Nothing but 
the undiluted power of the music and spirit that first defined Korn.This, 
in other words, is how this ‘In Full’ malarkey should be done. 
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' An upturned plug gave 
Jonathan Davis an extra

By the time Young Guns come on, the place 
already feels like Satan’s own jockstrap.The 
pumping dance-rock grooves of I Want Out 
only turn the heat higher, and how singer 
Gustav Wood manages to keep wrapped up 
in a hoodie and hat all night is a debate for 
medical science.The more synth-layered songs 
from Ones And Zeros are given an extra kick 
live, especially in a small club like this, while 
tried-and-tested cuts like Stitches and Towers 
(On My Way) retain an enduring impact.

■ IN THE week that Blitz Kids announced their 
departure, taking their big anthems with them, 
there is at least a satisfying symmetry in the fact 
that I Divide have stepped up with theirs. The 
Exeter mob aren’t as poppy or as laddish as the 
former; but their take on songwriting - big hooks 
loaded with heart and honesty - is identical. 
Tonight they ably confront the reality of touring at 
this level, playing to about 25 people on aTuesday 
night, but with as much vigour as you’d expect 
from a band headlining to hundreds.Their music 

is tuneful, emotional and occasionally inspiring, 
completely avoiding the over-trodden marshland 
of pop-punk in favour of raw, edgy rock songs like 
Cold At The Bottom and Monster In Me. Look 
At Me Now showcases their underdog bark, 
with singerTom Kavanagh seething with a quiet 
determination, and they somehow get a sing-along 
going at the start of Follow Me.
